HISTORY  OF  SUNBURY. 


IIIK  l»eautiful  and  fiouri:?hiiig  Borougli  of  SuNBi'RV,  the 
county-seat  of  Northmuberland  county,  Pa.,  is  very  advan- 
.  tageously  located  upon  the  east  bank  of  the  Susquehanna 
r,  near  the  confluence  of  the  North  and  West  branches  of 
I  stream,  just  above  the  nioutli  of  Sliamokin  creek. 

he  territory  no'SN*  comprising  the  county  of  Northumberland 
bre  it  was  taken  possession  of  by  tire  Europeans  in  their  on- 
d  march  of  civilization),  was  inhabited  by  Delaware  and 
rvnee  Indians,  who  were  under  the  control  of  the  Confederated 
e  Great  Indian  Nations  of  New  York.  They  had  a  town 
in  the  scat  of  the  present  town  of  Sunbury,  called  in  their 
^iau  language  Sha-ho-moking — a  name,  though  somewhat 
rged,  still  is  retained  to  parts  of  Northumberland  county  at  the 
;-ent  dav.  This  town  rvas  of  considerable  importance  to  the 
jians,  and  was  for  a  long  time  the  rallying  point  of  the  Indian 
Iters  and  warriors  who  roamed  over  a  great  extent  of  the  sur- 
(iding  countrv.  When  this  place  or  Indian  town  fir.st  became 
•wn  to  the  Avhite  settlers,  ii  was  presided  over  by  Snikillany 
Lavuga  chief,  and  father  of  tne  much-wronged  Logan,  who 
irwards  figured  so  extensively  in  the  Indian  history  of  Penn- 
'ania),  who  was  stationed  there  to  govern  the  town,  by  ihe 
?r  of  the  Live  Nations  before  mentioned,  which  he  did  suc- 
fully  for  more  than  twenty  years,  remaining  a  faithful  friend 
ilie  white  settlers  until  his  death,  which  took  place  in  the  year 
9.  After  the  death  of  Shikillany,  the  Indians  became  more 
riendlv  and  troublesome,  and  manifested  a  more  hostile  spirit 
jhe  whites,  which  .manifestations  of  hostility  continued  to  in- 
|ise  until  175G,  when  they  suddenly  burned  down  the  whole  of 
[jir  town  and  left  for  wilder  regions,  there  to  plot  destruction  to 
unsuspecting  pioneer  who  Itad  Israved  the  dangers  of,  and 
:  billot  among  the  wilds  of  the  New  Y  orld.  This  Indian 
n,  Sha-ho-moking,  was  visited  by  Zinzindorf  in  1742,  and  by 
linard  in  174o.  f^on  after  this  the  Moravians  established  a 
■-^inn  here. 
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SUNBURY — ITS  JIISTOBY  AND  KU&INBfcS. 


The  lower  end  of  the  county,  beijig  that  part  of  it  lying 
of  the  North  Brancli  of  the  Susquehanna,  was  purchased  fi 
the  Indians  in  1749,  the  year  of  Shikillany’s  death.  The  i 
settlements  of  white  men  witliin  tlie  county  of  Northumberl 
were  made  in  1750  by  the  English  and  Irish,  who,  after  the  \ 
chase  of  1749,  moved  upon  and  commenced  settlements  wit 
the  Idnd  then  purchased,  but  the  defeat  of  General  Braddoef 
1755,  near  Fort  Duquesne,  exposed  them  to  great  danger 
hardships,  and  caused  many  to  leave  the  improvements  they 
made,  and  seek  safety  in  homes  more  secure  from  the  attack 
the  Indians. 

In  1756  Fort  Augusta  was  built,  under  the  supervision  of  ' 
liam  Clapham,  by  order  of  Eobert  Hunter  Morris,  then  Govei 
of  Pennsylvania.  The  building  of  this  fort  w'as  recommer 
the  year  previous,  by  Andrew  Montour,  a  friendly  Indian,  wl 
name  is  made  perpetual  in  thefamous  iron  mountain  of  the 
county,  Montour’s  ridge.  The  fort  itself  Avas  a  hea\'y  log  st 
ture  of  considerable  strength,  and  many  times,  subsequent  to 
date  (1856)  did  this  simple  structure  afibrd  shelter  and  protec 
to  the  settlers  along  the  Susquehanna,  when  compelled  to  b 
their  homes  and  fly  for  safety  from  the  tomahaw’k  and  seal: 
knife  of  the  Indians.  Fort  Augusta  was  built  just  below  the 
fluence  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Susquehanna,  above 
present  closely-built  part  of  the  town  of  Sunbury,  but  upon 
territory  lately  taken  wnthin  the  borough  limits,  now  know 
Cake’s  addition.  A  clump  of  evergreens  still  marks  the 
.  where  this  fort  stood,  and  we  trust  that  those  marks  may  n 
be  obliterated,  but  that  they  may,  for  generations,  point  out  tc 
stranger  and  sojourner  v.diere  stood  the  only  hope  of  safeh 
the  lives  of  those  bold  and  hardy  adventurers  who  periled  t 
lives  to  open  up  to  posterity  a  land,  then  a  wnlderness  fra 
with  so  much  danger,  now  covered  with  beautiful  farms 
fruitful  fields,  the  happy  possessors  of  which  seldom  think  ol 
dangers  and  privations  endured  by  those  who  prepared  the 
for  the  j)rospGrity  and  happiness  they  now  enjoy. 

About  half  a  mile  from  Fort  Augusta,  upon  a  farm  now  ov 
by  Peter  Baldy,  flowed  what  is  known  as  the  Bloody  Sp 
named  from  the  fact  that  a  young  man,  having  left  the  fort 
went  to  this  spring  for  a  drink  of  water,  Avhile  stooping  dow 
drink,  was  shot  dead  by  an  Indian  who  was  hid  in  the  bi 
near  the  spring.  •  The  blood  from  the  wound  ran  into  the  sp 
coloring  its  waters. 

The  new  purchase,  as  it  was  called,  including  the  upjier  ei  I 
the  county,  or  that  part  of  it  lying  north  of  the  North  Bran<  i 
the  Susquehanna  river,  Avas  inade  in  1768,  and  settlements- in  I 
part  of  the  county  were  immediately  commenced  by  r  I 
Scotch-Irish,  from  below  Kittatinny  mountains.  Some  st  h 
ments  were  also  made  by  a  denomination  known  as  Friends,  i 
the  south-eastern  counties  of  tlie  state.

Xhc  county  of  Northumberland,  deriving  its  name  Irom  the 
i<Tlish  shire  of  that  name,  ^vas  erected  into  a  separate  county,

)rtliampton  and  Bedford  counties,  with  an  indefinite  extensioii 
the  north  and  west.

In  front  of  the  borough  the  Susque- 
ina  rolls  toward  the  sea ;  at  this  point  being  formed  by  the 
amokhi  dam,  of  the  Susquehanna  canal  into  a  quiet  lake-like 
an,  which,  in  the  seasons  of  navigation,  present  a  busy  aspect 
m  the  number  of  boats  loading  with  coal,  and  the  ferry  and 
:  boats  passing  and  re-passing  over  its  rippling  waters, 
rhe  town  of  Sunbury — originally  known  during  the  early  hL- 
y  of  the  state  as  the  site  of  Fort  Augirsta — was  laid  out  July 
1772,  and  incorporated  as  a  borough,  March  24,  1797.  For 
.ny  years  the  place  has  been  cla.ssed  among  “  the  pleasant 
iet  old  boroughs,  with  quiet  streets  and  white-washed  fences 
:  this  description  will  no  longer  hold  good.  To-day  there  is 
livelier  town  in  the  state,  or  one  that  offers  greater  iiiduce- 
nts  to  energetic  meq  to  settle  and  improve.  New  buildings 

■  going  up  on  every  street ;  improvements  are  to  be  met  with 
?rvwhere,  in  her  streets,  dwelling?,  business  arrangements, 
nufactories ;  everywhere  neatness,  progress  and  enterprise  arc 
be  found.  The  old  town  seems  likely  to  be  surrounded  by  the 
le  suburb  towns  that  are  .springing  up  around  her,  such  as 
ke's  addition,  Purdytown,  etc.

1 
jmliee  force  of  the  borough  is  small,  and  last  year  made  a  total 
fifty  arrests  for  various  ofienses,  mainly  drunkenness.

<^eneral  satisfaction,  that  at  the  last  election  its  members  were 
Tfi-elected..

The  Centennial  Celebration  of  Sunbuky,  July  4,  1872, 
as  the  one  hundredth  ainiiversary  of  the  laying  ont  of  Sunbuiy. 
ells  were  rung  and  steam  whistles  blown  at  midniglit.  The 
.  rival  of  fourteen  regular  and  numerous  excursion  trains  brought 
'owds  of  people.  Bands  of  music  from  Harrisburg,  Williams- 
prt,  XiOck  Haven,  Seiinsgrove,  Freeburg  and  Sunbury  were  in 
•tendance,  and  several  batteries  with  heavy  pieces  were  sta- 
oned  upon  the  surrounding  hills.  In  the  procession  were  six 
dlitary  companies,  twelve  civic  societies,  nine  fire  companies 
ith  their  equipments,  boys  in  blue,  boys  in  white,  soldiers  of 
H2,  carriages  containing  speakers,  noted  guests,  Cliief  Burgess, 
)uncil,  etc.,  and  numerous  citizens. 

Hon.  Wm.  L.  Dewart  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  in  a 
appy  manner  introduced  Hon.  Alexander  Jordan,  who  spoke 
30Ut  thirty-five  minutes  on  Simbury,  its  location  and  early  inci- 
Rents,  national  independence,  and  the  project  of  erecting  a  mon- 
Itment  to  soldiers  of  the  late  war.  He  gave  the  reasons  of  Sun- 
[lury’s  slow  growth  in  the  past  as  compared  with  its  present 
fapid  growth,  referred  to  British  taxation,  and  paid  a  fitting 
ribute  to  those  who  died  in  the  service  of  the  country  in  the  late 
Bebellion.  At  this  juncture,  according  to  previous  arrangement, 
pien.  Simon  Cameron  and  others  descended  from  the  platform 
i;nd  staked  off  the  ground  for  a  soldiers’  monument,  upon  whicli 

Iccasion  the  General  made  some  very  appropriate  remarks, 
fferring  to  his  boyhood  here  to  the  time  when  he  presided  over 
le  first  railroad  meeting  in  the  town,  and  giving  many  prophe- 
ies  of  what  would  yet  take  place  in  Sunbury  and  its  vicinity. 
The  next  speaker  was  Truman  H.  Purdy,  Esq.,  and  as  his 
ration  was  purely  historical,  and  as  such  worthy  of  preservation, 
^e  trust  that  we  shall  not  be  charged  with  making  an  invidious 
istinction  in  giving  it  the  preference  for  reproduction  here. 
iVe  would  willingly  have  given  aU  the  speeches  and  addresses, 
I'Ut  the  cost  of  reproducing  them  would  be  too  great,  imless  we 
ad  received  a  greater  meed  of  public  support  than  actually  has 
iillen  to  our  lot.  We,  however,  forbear  furthur  remark,  and 
Subjoin  Mr.  Purdy’s  effort,  whicli  speaks  for  itself.

[ibury  was  also  the  home  of  several  chiefs  of  great  infiuenc^ 
power,  among  wdiom  was  Shickelemv,  formerly  a  Ca\’uo-a 
and  Alumoppees,  one  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Delawares.  Alu- 
^ees  was  the  keeper  of  the  public  treasure  of  the  Six  Nations 
^ould  occasionally  get  intoxicated  and  spend  the  heeds  and 
[)um  lor  nun,  finally  becoming  a  defaulter  to  the  Indian 
Dmeni.  A\  e  do  not  know  what  punishment  they  crave 
but  suppose  they  appointed  one  of  those  fearful  tribiSials 
I  a  committee  ol  investigation,  and  exonerated  him  in  the 

1/28,  or  one  hmidred  and  forty-four  years  ao-o  Sunburv 
omewhat  scattei;ed,  but,  in  the  main,  oc^cupied  the  ground 
occupied  bv  .darket  square,  and  the  blocks  lying  north  of  it 
en  the  railroad  _  and  river.  The  earliest  mention  of  the 
m  ^igory,  was  in  1728;  at  which  time  tw’o  men  named 
I  and  Petty,  were  sent  here  by  the  Provincial  coimcil,  with 
ges  to  the  Indians.  There  were  then  upwards  of  fifty  wig- 
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waiDS  aud  Iioiihgs  hi  tlie  town  and  its  vicinity,  ivith  about  turl 
hundred  inha})itant3,  averaging  about  six  inmates  to  each  wi 
warn.  Their  dress  was  like  the  fashionable  dress  of  tlie  presu 
day,  only  in  this  that  it  was  very  peculiar.  ^  ^ 

The  upper  end  of  Caketown,  bordering  on  tne  nver,  was  fn 
early  time  an  Indian  burying  ground.  ^  The  spot  was  doubtf. 
chosen  because  of  its  adaptation  to  their  religious  belief,  and^ 
that  light  was  full  of  meaning  and  highly  romantic.  I  he  t: 
that  it  Avas  upon  a  neck  of  land,  around  Avhich  the  water  form 
a  semi-circle,  the  fartiiest  to  the  west,  made  it  seem  like  a  favj 
ed  point,  from  Avhich  their  spirits  could  sail  to  their  fanci 
hunting  grounds,  in  the  regions  of  the  setting  sun.  Stand; 
there,  they  could  imagine  the  spirits  of  their  loved  0110^  pas.'*; 
away,  over  the  river,  until  the  shadows  of  Khi®  lull  and 
overhanging  sycamores  ol  the  est  J>ranc}i,  hid  them  eACil. 
ingly  from  human  vieiv.  Large  numbers  of  bones  and  Indi

Sunbury  was  a  point  from  vdiicli  their  war  path  radiateLl 
to  which  their  highways  centered.

In  1729,  Shickelemy,  the  great  and  gooa  chiei,  Avho  res; 

here,  lost  one  of  his  sons,  and  Clov.  Gordon  wrote  a  letter  01 . 
dolence,  sending  him  a  shroud  in  AAdiich  to  bury  huii. 

In  1730,  John  Hartt  and  John  Fisher  AA^ere  living  in  bunb 
as  traders,  and  Hartt  was  shot  while  burning  a  ring  for  deer 
The  first  religious  services  held  in  Sunbury,  other  than 
which  the  Indians  gaA^e  to  the  Great  Spirit,  was  in  L4_, 
hundred  and  thirty  years  ago,  at  AA'hich  time  soine  Mora' 
missionaries.  Count  Zinzendorf,  Martin  Mack  and  his  aai  x,, 
two  Christian  Indians,  called  Joshua  and  David,  vi?-iteu

Zinzendorf  announced  himself  and  party  as  messeiigevs  ot 

living  God,  sent  to  preach  peace  and  sahYation  to  the  ind; 
Shickelemy  replied  that  he  Avas  happy  to  entertain  emDa>!?a 
of  tlie  Great  Spirit,  and  welcomed  them  to  Sun  our  a  . 
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file  I:u:ian>  at  that  time,  lived  upon  wild  meat,  fisli,  corn  and 
^etable.',  and  as  tne  curious  crowd  wliicli  gathered  arouu'd 
e>e  missionaries  were  surveying  them,  one  of  their  number 
'pped  fonvard,  and  presented  tlie  Count  with  a  fine  water  mel- 
.  The  Count  was  so  much  pleased  with  this  act  of  friendship, 
It  he  took  his  fur  cap  from  liis  liead,  and  presented  it  to  the 
dian  in  return. 

Conrad  Weiser  was  sent  liere  in  1744,  by  tlie  government  to  de- 
ind  satisfaction  for  the  first  Indian  murder,  that  of  Jolin  Arm- 
ong,  and  his  two  servants,  James  Smith  and  Woodsworth  \r- 
Id.  The  murder  took  i)lace  on  the  Juniata.  Tlie  Indians 
~e  receivcHl  liim  in  a  s})irit  of  friendsliip— called  an  Indian 
m  meeting  of  about  one  hundred,  made  several  manlv 
*eches  in  the  denunciation  of  the  crime,  and  delivered  up  the 
soners.  This  being  done  ihev  made  a  feast  upon  a  fat  bear 
a  token  of  their  friendship,  and  their  desire  that  so  ^real  a 
ime  should  meet  the  punishment  it  deserved. 

.11  1700,  AVilliam  Penn  purchased  of  the  Indians,  the  Siisque- 
ima,  with  its  islands  and  the  lands  on  each  side.  This  was 
i'bably  intended  for  the  right  of  way. 

l>n  October  11,  173G,  he  again  purchased  the  river,  ivitli  th^ 
•ds  on  both  sides,  extending  eastward  as  fiir  as  the  heads  oi 
branches  or  springs,  which  run  into  it,  and  west  of  said  river 
:ar  as  the  setting  sun,  and  from  the  mouth  up  as  far  as  to  the 
dess  mils,  be  the  same  more  or  less.  This  was  simied  bv 
•nty-Uiree  chiefs,  among  whom  was  Shickelemv,  ^vho  resided 
e.  The  consideration  of  this  little  tract  of  timberland,  was  a 
ot  needles,  flints,  garter.s,  and  many  other  articles,  amon«- 
ich  were  those  triune  emblems  of  civilization,  twentv-five  o-al- 
3  of  Him,  tvo  hundred  pounds  of  tobacco,  and  one  thousand 
es;  and  we  may  reasonably  suppose  that  thev  dizzied  their 
c.s  With  the  first,  that  they  dirtied  their  mouth  ivith  the  sec- 
,  and  that  they  smoked  away  their  birthright  in  the  third, 
n  h44,  Shickelemv  lost  another  of  his  sons,  called  Unhappv 
e,  who  was  killed  in  a  war  then  going  on  between  the  Six  Xa*- 
is  and  the  CataAvbas.  Six  other  Indians  of  the  Six  Nations 
i^iere,  were  also  killed  at  the  same  time.  Shickelemv  took 
deatu  of  his  son,  as  Weiser  say.s,  “verv  hard,’’’ and  the  Gov- 
'r  sent  up  some  small  presents  to  “wipe  oflAhe  old  man’s 
•s  and  comfort  his  heart.”  In  this  same  year,  one  hundred 
_*wenty-eight  years  ago,  the  first  house  constructed  on  the 
rh-3h  iilan,  was  built  in  Sunbury,  for  Shickelemv.  It  was 
*e  01  ipg.>  49^^  feet  long,  and  17^  feet  wide,  and  stood  upon 
i Conrad  }v  eiser^  and  eight  other  white  men,  were  seven- 
todays  in  building  it,  during  ivhich  time  six  Indians  died  in 
j  tO'.'*  n,  and  Alimiopiiees,  the  old  Indian  treasurer,  v'as  a  verv 
!,  but  recoA'ered.  In  this  year  ivas  recorded  the  first  o-rea^t 
n  in  tne  Susquehanna;  another  occurred  in  1756;  another  in 
auotuer,  called  the  great  pumpkin  flood,  in  the  fall  of  1786, 
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when  the  llrst  great  invoice  oT  piunitklr.s  went  down  to  Port  Di 
])0;rit.;  another  liood  ocenrred  in  tlie  spring  of  1800;  anotlier  o 
August  i),  1814;  anotlier  in  1847,  and  one  again  in  1865,  of  whic 
sonie  of  onr  citizens  may  have  some  faint  recollection  when  th 
l)igs  '‘rnmrnagcd  through  tlie  attics,”  and  .Simbnry  wore  th 
asj)cct  of  Venice  v»’ith  its  gondolas. 

In  1745,  Anthony  Schmidt  was  sent  to  Sunhury  at  the  rccpie 
(A  Indians,  to  open  a  blacksmith  shop  for  the  j»nri)Ose  of  repai 
ing  their  implements  of  liusbandry  and  war.  They  were  yet  C) 
gaged  in  their  war  v.’ith  the  Catawbas  of  the  south.  Imagine 
speck  of  rebellion  in  “old  Virginia,”  and  Iwave  men  marchii 
up  and  down  Market  scpiare,  impatient  for  the  fray,  while  tli 
early  representative  of  Vulcan,  made  the  sparks  fly,  and  li 
anvil  ring  with  the  hasty  preparation  of  their  swords  and  impl 
ments  of  death,  and  then  imagine  these  painted  and  feathen 
v/arriors  thus  equiiiped,  hurrying  away  over  some  northern  ce 
tral  Avar  path,  on  legs  instead  of  Avheels,  and  you  Avill  liave  tl 
ferocious  aspect  of  Sunbury  one  hundred  and  twenty-sevi 


years  ago  !  _  .  _  .  ^ 

Other  missionaries  visited  the  place  in  174o,  among  avIio 
was  the  llev.  David  Brainard,  accompanied  again  by  Mart 
iNIack  and  his  Avife,  Thev  remained  for  tAvo  months,  preachir 
lielping  the  Indians  to  cultivate  their  corn,  and  trying  to  tea 
them  the  AA'ays  of  ci\’ilized  life.  3^eA^  Brainard  had  started 
come  here  the  preceding  year,  but  Avhile  passing  from  Eastc 
through,  A\diat  he  terms  “the  vast  howling  Avilderness,”  his  hoi 
broke  its  leg  in  the  rocks,  and  he  Avas  compelled  to  kill  it  a 
return.  He  says,  in  1745,  that  there  Avere  three  languages  sj: 
ken  by  the  Indians  in  Sunhury;  that  Biey  were  very  iramor 
and  many  of  them  indulged  too  freely  in  the  use  of  fire  Avat' 
from  the  effects  of  Avhich  the  tOAvn  has  never  yet  fully  recoverc 
In  1747,  in  the  month  of  September,  it_  Avas  A'ery  sickly 
Sunbury.  The  old  chief  Shickeleniy,  his  Avife,  and  many  otl 
Indians,  had  the  “  fever  and  ago,”  as  they  expressed  it,  vc 
much,  and  Alumoppees,  the  old  defaulting  treasurer,  Avho  Avast 
the  beads  and  the  Avampum,  actually  shook  himself  to  deat 
One  of  the  Moravian  missionaries,  probably  one  of  the  Ma 
family,  died  here  in  the  same  year.  In  July,  Conrad  IV  ei; 
gave  Shickeleniy  and  his  sons  all  the  wheat  meal  they  coi 
bring  from  Tulpehocken  on  their  horses,  amounting  to  ni 
bushels,  which  Avas  probably  the  largest  cargo  of  breadstuffs  ca 
brought  into  Sunbury  up  to  that  date.  The  same  year  the  s 
ond  house  Avas  built  after  the  English  custom,  by  John  Hag 
and  Joseph  PoAvell,  of  the  Moravian  mission,  and  Avas  occup; 
by  Martin  Mack  and  his  family. 

In  the  month  of  April,  1749,  one  hundred  and  tAventy-iir 
years  ago,  the  great  chief,  Sheckelemy,  died  at  his  residence 
Sunbury,  and  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  sent  some  prese 
to  his  sons,  “  to  Avipe  aAvay  their  tears.”  He  had  previously  c 
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need  the  cliiisiiaii  rcllo'ioii,  and  died  in  the  full  triiinij)h.s  of 
ith.  He  was  buried  in  tlie  Indian  buiying  ground  above 
\Mi,  where  his  dust  still  sleeps,  if  it  has  not  lieen  washed  awav 
:  the  inroads  of  the  river  u])on  the  bank.  A  slight  trausiiosi- 
3n  of  the  words  of  I.ongfellow,  seem  to  breathe  'the  sadness  of 
e  good  man’s  absence: 

Many  moons  and  many  winters 
Have  gone  liv  since  he  dejiarted, 

But  the  Master  of  life  had  called  him 
To  tlie  realms  of  light  and  morning. 

On  this  shore  stood  Sheckelemv,

French  formed  an  alliance  ivitli  the  Indians,  promisino-  to 
over  and  give  them  back  their  lands  upon  the  Susquehanna, 
-he  inhabitants  on  Penn’s  creek  were  soon  after  attacked, 
iiy  of  them  killed,  and  twenty-five  taken  prisoners.  Their 
ises  were  burned  and  crops  destroved.  This  was  the  first  In¬ 
ti  massacre  in  Pennsylvania.  Fortv-six  of  the  settlers  fled  to 
ibiiry  /or  protection,  but  the  behavior  of  the  Indians  here  was 
aispicious  that  they  left  on  the  following  day,  and  were  fired 
^n  )\  Indians  in  ambush  below  Sunburv,  having  four  more  of 
ir  number  killed.  The  whites  and  missionaries  residing  here 
nediatelv  fled  to  Bethlehem,  and  the  Indians,  fearful  of  retri- 
pn,  set  fire  to^  Sunbury,  and  vanished  amidst  the  smoke  of 
ir  departing  wigwams.  Our  present  fire  companv,  with  their 
^ted  guests  and  their  new  “Silsby,”  was  not  upoi‘i  the  ground

In  tlio  same  )nonlh  tlie  (lovcriior  sent  C(^].  Clapnam,  wii 
four  luindred  men,  to  build  Fort  Augusta.  After  many  liart 
ships,  and  mueli  trouble  on  account  of  getting  sui)plies,  and  pa} 
ing  the  men,  the  fort  was  finished  in  Seiiternber,  IToG.  ^  It  wr 
atTtirst  supplied  with  three  liundrcd  weight  of  powder,  six  Inn 
dred  pounds  of  lead,  thirteen  hundred  grape  shot,  forty-six  han 
granadcs,  fifty-eight  cannon  ball,  together  with  provisions,'blan) 
ets,  and  numerous  other  articles.  A  small,  pointed  and  triangi 
lar  device,  called  a  crow’s  foot,  about  as  dangerous  as  so  mar 
chestnut  burs,  were  scattered  around  to  hurt  the  Indians.  II 
white  folks  and  cows,  being  in  the  secret,  of  course  stepped  ov^ 
them.  The  garrison  liad  thirtv-thrcc  head  of  cattle,  which  tin 
pastured  around  the  fort.  Oirthe  first  of  September,  one  of  tl 
men  detailed  to  watch  the  cattle  was  shot,  scalped  and  tom 
liawkcd  by  the  Indians,  at  a  spring,  afterwards  called,  “bloo< 
.spring,”  situated  in  a  thicket  of  yellow  pines,  near  the  prospi 
chestnut  on  the  Catawissa  road,  the  water  running  down  ne 
the  eastern  end  of  the  embankment  above  town. 

klaj.  James  lUrd  succeeded  Col.  Clapham  in  command  of  t 
fort  in  1758.  The  Indians  at  first  ridiculed  the  idea  of  a  fo 
and  appearing  on  the  opposite  blufis  oi  Blue  hill,  commenc 
making  hostile  gestures  and  putting  themselves  in  ^  arious  a. 
tildes,  until  a  well-directed  cannon  shot  convinced  them  tl 
tragic  postures  were  a  poor  tiling  to  set  oft  against  lieavy  an 
lerv.  The  magazine  of  this  old  fort  is  still  in  a  good  staiC 
preservation,  near  the  old  Hunter  house,  and  should  be  pre.ser\ 
for  coming  generations.  ,Tiie  fort  was  built  ot  solid  oak,  ^ 
its  foundation  imbedded  four  feet  in  the  ground,  and  stood  bi 
forty  yards  from  the  river.  One  of  the  cannons  fired  here  to-( 
is  one  of  the  pieces  disnimitied  at  the  abandonment  of  the  f( 
The  flag-stafi"  of  the  fort  was  seventy  feet  high,  bearing  the  E 
lish  flag  ivhich  floated  over  Sunbury  until  1776,  when  our  her 
fathers  pulled  it  down  and  raised  the  Stars  and  Stripes  in 

stead.  .  ,  . 

In  1758,  the  Indians  became  more  ])enitent,  aiid^some  cf^  tD 
began  to  return.  In  the  same  year,  Thomas  McKee  Cr-tabds.' 
a  trading  post  down  the  river,  and,  as  report  sars,  j-oui  ^tlie  li 
ans  liquor  without  license — a  practice  never  since  heraa  of  aj 
the  Susquehanna,  the  record  of  our  last  court  of  qiiaice^ 
to  the  contrarv  notwitiistanding! 

In  1762,  GoV.  Hamilton  and  the  Indians  hela  a  coniercnc 
Hancaster,  at  which  time  a  chief  desired  the  troops  td  be  ren 
ed  from  Simbury,  and  asked  that  a  trading  post  might  be  ( 
tinned,  and  reouested  that  an  JiQucsi  vium  should  be  sent  her 
keep  store.  This  undoubtedly  laid  the  foundation  for  that 
compromising  honesty  which  to  this  day  characteiizes  “1®  ^ 
chants  of  Sunbury !  The  fort  wais  not  abandoned,  but  \V  ill 
McClay,  and  next  Col.  Hunter,  after  whom  the  Hunter  farm 
named,  assumed  and  continued  in  command. 
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In  17G3,  the  sniall  pox  broke  out  in  Sunbury.  We  hope  our 
•lends  from  a  distance  will  not  be  alarmed,  for  this  was  one 
undred  and  nine  years  ago,  and  our  citizens  have  all  since  been 
accinated  by  order  of  the  town  council ! 

The  first  survey  ever  made  in  this  region  was  the  manor  of 
'omfret,  including  tlie  land  on  v/hich  Sunbury  now  stands.  It 
as  surveyed  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  December,  17G8,  and  con- 
lined  four  tliousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six  acres  and 
[lowance.  The  line  started  at  the  mouth  of  Still  House  run; 
lence  southward  tAvo  hundred  and  eighty  rods;  thence  over 
le  CataAvissa  hills  eastAA'ard  eight  liundred  and  forty-four  rods  ; 
icncc  soutJiAvard  across  the  Shamokin  creek  four  hundred  rods; 
lence  a  little  south  of  the  creek  AvestAvard  to  the  river,  and  then 
p  the  river  to  the  place  of  beginning,  including  all  the  land 
om  the  mouth  of  Shamokin  creek  to  Still  House  run,  and  east- 
ard  about  tAVO  and  three-fourth  miles. 

The  present  tOAAUi  Avas  laid  out  in  1772,  on  the  first,  second  and 
lird  days  of  July,  the  return  being  made  on  tlie  fourth — the  day 
e  celebrate  not  only  as  the  birth-day  of  American  freedom,  but 
the  centennial  birth-dav  of  our  tOAvn.  The  first  building 
ected  in  the  new  toA\m  Avas  by  Jolin  Lukens,  at  the  northwest 
)rner  of  Market  sq^uare.  The  second  house  Avas  erected  by 
rilliam  McClay,  on  the  lot  occupied  by  S.  P.  Wolverton,  Esq 
he  third  house  Avas  built  of  logs,  cn  the  lot  noAV  OAAUied  by  Mc- 
lay  Gearhart. 

Mr.  George  Lyon  has  in  his  possession  an  almanac,  on  the  li 
Avhich  is  a  memorandum  of  goods,  dated  1770,  among  AA’hic 
e  a  pick,  spade,  ‘‘koals  in  shop,”  “mill  and  Aveights,”  croAvba. 
larroAV  teeth,”  and  ploAV,  sleigh,  etc.  On  the  second  page  is  a 
count  of  monies  due  Daniel  Bray,  carried  out  in  pounds,  shil- 
igs  and  pence.  This  account  is  noAV  one  hundred  and  tAvo 
■ars  old,  and  is,  therefore,  no  longer  collectable  on  account  of 
e  statute  of  limitation!  This  almanac  also  contains  the  family 
cord  of  the  McKinny  and  Lyon  families,  beginning  in  1762. 
This  is  the  one  hundredth  anniversa,ry  not  only  of  Sunbury, 
t  of  Northumberland  county.  One  hundred  years  ago  the 
st  court  AA'as  held  at  Fort  Augusta.  The  vault  of  the  old  fort 
IS  used  as  a  jail.  The  first  suit  was  James  Patton  a's.  James 
MagaAV  for  plaintiff'  and  Wilson  and  Noarth  for  defen- 
nt.  The  first  jury  trial  Avas  William  Simpson  a’s.  Cornelius 
kinson,  verdict  for  defendant  in  ejectment. 

A.mong  the  early  suiters  were  Christian  Gundy,  ancestor  of 
late  superintendent  of  schools  in  Union  county,  vs.  LodAAuck 
err,  OAvner  of  a  farm  where  LeAvisburg  noAV  stands,  afterAvards 
filed  DeerstoAAm,  then  Lewisburg. 
phe  first  deed  AA'as  recorded  June  8,  1772,  in  deed  book  A, 

!ge  1,  William  Lee  to  S.  Young  and  Wm.  Giffin,  for  three  hun- 
gd  acres  of  land  on  Penn’s  creek.

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v»ere  j^raiitcd  in  1772 — nine  in  niun])er.  Tlie  lirst  connnonwea 
suit  brought  in  Sunbury  court,  v*as  the  King  vs.  Thomas  \V 
liams,  alixm  Thomas  Adams,  for  larceny.  The  second  and  th 
suits  Avere  against  the  same  man  for  the  same  offense.  He  pie 
not  guilty,  but  the  jury  thought  he  was  mistaken,  and  he  v 
sentenced  in  each  case  to  return  the  stolen  property,  to  pay  a  f 
of  five  pounds,  and  receive  over  his  bare  back,  at  the  comm( 
Avhipping-post,  tAventy-one  lashes,  and  stand  committed  in 
magazine  of  the  fort,  until  the  sentence  Avas  complied  Avith.  1 
AAdiippings  Averc  ordered  lor  September  30,  and  Octobe 
and  2,  1772.  This  Avas  a  prescription  on  the  cumulative  pi 
and  might  liave  been  very  unpleasant  for  Thomas,  had  he 
managed  to  break  jail — thing  Avhich  of  late  years  does 
seem  to  require  much  management.

AA^ard  Bird.  Hunter  Avas  also  our  first  representatiA'e  in  the  I 
islature  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  1778,  the  massacre  at  Williamsport  occurred,  aiid  the  j 
pie  came  pouring  into  Sunbury  from  all  the  regions  ab< 
Men  Avere  shot  or  tomahaAvked,  Avomen  scalped  alive,  child 
killed  or  carried  into  the  Avilderness.  The  Sunbury  people 
ceived  those  Avho  escaped,  and  provided  for  them  as  best  t 
could.  Col.  Broadhead  Avith  one  linndred  and  forty  men,  a 
to  their  relief. 

On  August  8,  1778,  James  Brady,  son  of  Captain  John  Bk 
Avas  brought  to  his  mother's  house  in  Sunbury,  liaAung  t 
scalped  beloAV  Williamsport,  by  an  Indian  Asdiose  name  he  gi 
His  brother  killed  the  Indian  on  the  Allegheny  afterwaras. 
tlie  same,  or  folloAAung  year,  Robert  Lyon  Avas  sent  AA’ith  a  ca 
loaded  Avith  stores  up  to  Wyoming.  There_  Avm'e  some  a 
pretty  daughters  of  a  Mr.  Fisher,  living  at  Fishing  creek, 
Robert,  forgetting  that  he  Avas  captain  of  the  first  grand  ml 
and  international  line  of  communication  up  the  North  Brai 
left  lus  boat  and  cargo  at  the  Avater’s  edge,  and  AA^ent^  to  see 
girls!  In  this  Avay  many  a  young  man  has  got  himself 
trouble,  and  Robert  Avas  not  an  exception,  for  the  Indians  c: 
and  took  him  to  Erie  and  made  him  run  the  gauntlet.  Kc  tl 
fell  into  the  hands  of  a  British  officer,  Avho  proA’cd  to  be  a  1 
lost  brother,  and  Avas  released. 

July  28,  1779,  one  hundred  British  regulars,  and  tAvo  him( 
Indians,  took  Fort  Freeland,  under  John  LAdtle.  Captain  I 
with  the  Cliillisquaqiia  rangers,  Avent  to  their  relief  and  a 
captured,  and  every  post  north  of  Sunbury  fell  into  the  enei  i 
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«s.  The  excitement  lierc  was  great,  and  tales  ol’  butchery 
d  horror  came  from  every  settlement. 

Among  the  early  settlers  of  Sunbiiry,  was  Dr.  William  Plim- 
J.  He  was  arrested  during  the  building  of  the  fort,  for  niu- 
y.  He  was  afterwards  judge,  surveyor,  and  physician.  It  is 
d  tliat  he  was  smuggled  on  shipboard,  from  England,  in  a 
reh  His  office  was  tlie  office  of  old  Air.  Greenough,  Esq., 
vf  occupied  by  our  surveyor  friend.  Air.  Rockefeller,  on  Front 
eet.  Before  the  whipping  post  was  erected,  he  used  to  put  tlie 
ids  of  criminals  through  a  rail  fence,  and  thus  satisfy  the 
?nded  law  by  executing  the  sentence  of  the  court.  Before  lie 
Europe,  he  was  one  day  in  a  nail  factory,  and  attracted  the 
ention  and  sarcasm  of  a  nobleman,  in  another  part  of  tlie  es- 
dishment,  who  made  a  bet  with  one  of  his  comrades  that 
mket  could  not  tell  the  time  of  day,  and  sent  a  servant  with 
watch  to  settle  the  question.  Blunket  quietly  put  the  watch 
his  own  pocket  and  told  the  servant  to  tell  his  master  to  call 
it  in  person,  and  he  would  give  him  the  time  of  day  until  he 
s  satisfied.  The  nobleman  never  came  for  it,  and  the  Doctor 
t  it  as  his  life-long  companion.  The  most  unfortunate  ex¬ 
it  of  Plunket’s  life,  was  his  disastrous  campaign  against  the 
tiers  of  AVyoming,  who  commenced  crossing  over  and  settling 
fthe  vicinitv  of  Aluncv,  under  the  old  Connecticut  claims.  TIic 
'  pie  here  claimed  the  land  under  the  old  Penn  purchase, 
reats  of  invasion  were  sent  and  returned,  until  finally  Plun- 
,  backed  by  the  authority  of  a  justice,  raised  a  young  army, 
rched  up  towards  AVyoming,  met  the  Yankees  near  Nanti- 
e,  got  whipped,  had  a  sudden  recollection  of  important  busi- 
s  at  home,  and  walked  back  very  fast !  He  died  in  Sunbury 
ISOl,  blind  and  a  bachelor.  During  his  last  years  he  had 
>es  stretched  around  his  yard  for  a  guide  and  support. 

Hn  1781,  the  Lee  family  were  scalped  and  tomahawked  in  Diy 
liley.  Lee  was  brought  to  Sunbury  in  a  dying  condition.  Two 
diers  frem  the  fort,  while  acting  as  carriers  in  bearing  his  re-- 
uns  to  the  grave,  commenced  quarreling,  and  finally  began  to 
:k  each  other  under  the  coffin.  Col.  Blunter  cpielled  the  dis¬ 
tance  by  seizing  a  whip  and  lashing  them  over  the  shoulders. 
le  last  Avliite  man  killed  near  here  by  the  Indians  was  a  Air. 
ylor,  on  vShamokin  creek. 

In  1794,  and  for  a  long  time  previous,  Daniel  Hurley  lived  in 
3  house  now  occupied  by  Dr.  Alasser.  One  of  iiis  sons  was 
lied  in  the  battle  of  Bridgewater,  under  General  Bradv,  who 
fs  also  wounded.

The  old  Avhipping  ix)st  stood  in  front  of  the  old 
t  house,  near  the  market  house,  Avhich  Avas  a  structure  about 
ty  feet  long  and  tAventy  wide,  standing  ui3on  lAillars  of  brick, 
old  stone  house  ol  Miss  M  eitzell  Avas  the  hotel  at  Aviiich  the 
erne  judges  st02)ped.  Drumheller’s  old  hotel  Avas  built  in 
,  at  Avhicli  time  they  raised  the  sign  of  a  buck.  The  first

an  attended  Avhen  a  little  boy.  A  man  named  Jones  Avas 
I  hung  on  the  gallows  erected  betAveen  the  dam  and  the  old 
I',  for  murdering  a  man  named  Lary,  at  CataAvissa.

I  need  not  add  that  a  Sunbury  doctor  stole  their  bones. 

1  galloAvs  rotted  aAvay,  these  being  the  only  cases  of  capital 
l^hment  in  the  county. 
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Tlic  first  clnircli  was  built  of  lo^.s,  ^vhere  tlie  Lutlierau  chui 
'••.taiuls,  ill  ]7!)2.  The  second  church  was  imilt  a  year  or  t 
later,  liy  tiie  Presliytenans  and  licforins,  wliore  the  Kefo: 
clinrcli  now  stands.  We  siniposc  tliey  got  along  peaceably 
gethcr,  as  ditlercnt  denominations  were  never  known  to  fit 
over  jiartnership  jiroperty!  The  i\[ethodist  church,  now  own 
by  the  Catholics,  was  built  thirty-three  years  ago. 

The  early  stages  to  Harrisburg  crossed  the  river  here  by  I'er 
ivent  down  the  west  side  to  Montgomery’s  ferrv,  two  and  a  li 
miles  below  Liverpool,  and  there  recrossed.  After  the  com}: 
lion  of  the  Center  turnjiike,  the  stages  went  over  the  town  liiil 
Heading  and  Philadelphia,  being  just  a  week  on  the  round  t 
to  Philadelpliia  and  return.  Tlie  semi-annual  meeting  of 
board  of  directors  of  this  old  pike  is  .still  kept  up,  and  a  little 
that  convivial  business  so  important  to  the  insjiiration  of  • 
memories  and  good  fellow.ship  is  still  transacted. 

The  first  mule  ever  seen  in  this  vicinity  created  some  exc 
raent.  Straying  in  from  some  distant  county  it  was  seen,  and 
report  flew  that  it  was  a  four-legged  monster  that  went  arounc 
niglit  peeping  in  at  people’s  windows,  witli  a  very  inharmoni 
voice,  and  with  its  tail  so  arranged  as  to. obliterate  its  tracks 
hind  it.  His  head  was  shaped  like  a  horse,  but  he  had  long  c 
like  a  rabbit.  The  country  rose  up  in  arms  and  made  him  yi 
to  the  imperative  philosophy  of  lead,  and  as  he  lay  there,  “  1 
less,”  but  not  “  beautiful,”  they  held  a  post  mortem,  and  ft 
what  they  had  read  decided  that  it  must  be  a  mule. 

In  1820,  there  were  a  log  house  and  grist  mill  on  the  II 
farm,  east  of  towm.  McClay’s  woods  upon  this  farm  vras  wl: 
the  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  present  generatibn  picnicked  th. 
selves  into  matrimony.  The  brow  of  Conrad’s  hill  was  cove 
with  a  thick  growth  of  yellow  pine,  in  whicli^the  town  boys  ( 
ried  on  the  rabbit  trade. 

The  first  newspaper  published  in  Sunbury  was  called  the  Fi 
heitzvogel,  established  in  1800  by  a  Mr.  Breyvogel.  And 
Kennedy  had  started  a  paper  in  Northumberland  three  yi 
earlier,  which  was  continued  until  1819.  It  was  in  this  es 
lishment  that  Senator  Simon  Cameron  learned  the  printing  b 
ness.  The  Times  Avas  established  in  Sunbury  in  1812,  by  \ 
F.  Eyers,  edited  in  turn  by  Samuel  J.  Packer,  Mhn.  F.  Pac 
and  Wm.  Shannon,  who  let  it  die  in  1833.  H.  E.  Masser,  I 
purchased  it,  and  in  1840  established  the  Sunbury  Americai 
connection  Avith  .loseph  Eisely.  In  1812,  .John  G.  Youn^i 
established  the  Republican,  afterAvards  called  the  Post,  the  C; 
Boat,  the  Workingmen’s  Advocate,  and  finally  the  Gazette. 

The  railroad  to  Shainokin  Avas  built  in  1832.  The  first 
comotives  Avere  mules.  The  Shamokin  dam  A\'as  built  f ! 
years  ago.  The  first  dam,  after  standing  three  years,  Avas  av:u 
aAAny,  and  a  ucav  one  built,  which  is  still  standing.  I  ougb 
speak  of  Dr.  Priestly,  a  celebrated  author  and  philosopher. 
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/coverer  of  oxygen  gas,  and  of  Dr.  Cooper,  judge  of  onr  court, 
i^reat  political  ^^•riter,  iiresident  of  a  college,  and  the  counsellor 
John  C.  Calhoun,  and  of  many  other  men  and  things.  But  J 
(ire  not  trespass  further  upon  your  time. 

lit  is  said  in  fable  that  Osseo  went  into  the  hollow  end  of  an 
flk  tree,  feeble,  wrinkled  and  old  at  one  end,  and  came  out  strong

[1  life,  with  new  banks,  a  new  court  house,  new  machine  shotrs, 
[jw  fire  department,  gas  works,  new  churches,  magnificent  hotels 
il  business  houses,  and  with  a  wide-awake  chief  burgess  and 
’  gressive  town  council,  who  are  determined  to  keep  paee  with 
times.  Need  I  say  that  a. fenced  and  ornamented  public 
,  are,  a  soldiers’  monument,  street  cars,  furnaces,  rolling  mills, 
new  academy,  and  a  great  yearly  increase  of  population,  are 


<ong  the  inevitable  results  of  the  future? 


The  same  causes  which  made  Sunbury  an  important  Indian 
jrn,  make  it  an  important  American  city.  It  is  a  railroad  and 
jmmercial  centre — a  city  in  its  infancy,  surrounded  by  all  the 
iments  of  wealth  and  by  nature’s  richest  scenery.  To  be  con- 
ttced  of  this,  go  to  the  grave  of  John  Mason  upon  Blue  hill,  or 
i  to  the  old  prospect  chestnut  upon  Catawissa  road,  and  feast 
jir  eye  upon  the  unmatched  beauty  of  the  scene.  From  out 
I  misty  distance  come  the  creeping  trains  upon  six  lines  of  rail, 
je  old  canals  unite  their  waters  with  the  gentleness  of  age.  The 
ghty  rocks  rise  up  as  sentinels  on  either  side.  Two  growing 
rns  lift  up  their  spires,  and  from  their  stacks  send  up  the 
joky  ensign  of  a  nation’s  toil.  View  next  tlie  green  clad 
|inds  which  seem  to  rise  and  slumber  in  the  silvery  sheen  be- 
I',  laved  with  the  rippling  waters  from  these  mingling  Susque- 
(mas,  coming,  as  they  do,  from  Wyalusing  and  Wyoming,  on 
f  north,  to  join  the  mists  of  Clearfield  and  the  silvery  fountains 
Emporium.
